EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  CONDITIONS  AS  DEFINED  IN 
SECTIONS  10-3-103  AND  10-3-302,  MCA,  EXIST  IN 
MISSOULA,  FLATHEAD,  LAKE,  RAVALLI,  SANDERS, 
MINERAL  AND  LINCOLN  COUNTIES 


WHEREAS,  high  winds,  unseasonable  rain  and  warm 
temperatures  followed  by  brief  intermittent  freezing

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
WHIRLING  DISEASE  TASK  FORCE 


WHEREAS,  Montana's  wild  and  native  trout  fisheries 
constitute  a  priceless  component  of  Montana's  natural  heritage 
and   a   significant   component   of   the   state's   economic 

foundation;   and 

WHEREAS,  whirling  disease,  a  parasitic  disease  of 
salmonids  caused  by  Myxoholus  cerebralis,  presents  the  single 
greatest  threat  to  the  long-term  survival  of  Montana's  wild 
and  native  trout;   and 

WHEREAS,  whirling  disease  has  now  been  found  in  16  trout 

waters  in  Montana;   and 

WHEREAS,  whirling  disease  is  likely,  over  time,  to  spread 
to  every  river  drainage  in  Montana  where  both  wild  trout  and 
Tubificid   worms,  the  parasite's  intermediate  host,  are  found; 

and 

.WHEREAS,  while  significant  progress  has  been  made  over 
the  last  year,  there  is  still  much  learn  about  whirling 
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disease,  its  impacts  on  wild  trout,  and  how  to  manage  in  its 

presence;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  Whirling  Disease  Task  Force  has  successfully 
established  a  public-private  partnership;   and 

WHEREAS,  a  public-private  partnership  is  critical  to  the 
successful  implementation  of  the  Task  Force's  long-term 
recommendations;   and 

WHEREAS,  by  the  actions  of  the  Whirling  Disease  Task 
Force,  the  State  of  Montana  is  establishing  a  model  with  which 
other  states  can  attack  the  whirling  disease  problem.

B.  Recommend  the  financial  commitments  that  must  be 
made  by  private  and  public  partners  to  achieve  the  Task 
Force's  recommendations,  ensuring  that  needs  for  the  next 
few  years  are  met  while  the  capacity  to  meet  longer  term 
needs  is  being  developed; 

C.  Evaluate  whether  an  organization  currently  exists  or 
a  new  organization  is  needed  to  bring  private  financial

and  other  resources  into  the  partnership;  and 
D.    Evaluate   the   need   for   and   feasibility   of 
establishing  a  council,  advisory  committee  or  other  body 
to  oversee  implementation  of  Task  Force's  recommendations 

upon  termination  of  this  Executive  Order. 
COMPOSITION 


The  Whirling  Disease  Task  Force  shall  be  composed  of  not 
more  than  25  members.  The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who 
shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by 
separate  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Whirling  Disease  Task  Force  may  recommend  additional 
members  to  the  Governor  if  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  this  Executive  Order, 
III.  DURATION 

This  Task  Force  shall  remain  in  existence  until  October 
1,  1996,  unless  extended  or  terminated  by  subsequent  Executive 
Order.   This  Order  is  effective  immediately.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONSOLIDATING  STATE  LABORATORY  SERVICES 
WITHIN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  SERVICES 


WHEREAS,  prior  to  July  1,  1995,  state  law  placed  the 
responsibility  to  provide  state  laboratory  services  on  the 
former  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  but, 
effective  July  1,  1995,  refers  to  laboratories  being  in  both 
the  Department  of  Environiriental  Quality  and  -che  Depar-Lmen;:  of 
Public  Health  and  Human  Services;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  state's  Public  Health  and  Chemistry 
Laboratories,  currently  located  within  the  Cogswell  Building, 
provide  the  services  reguired  by  law  to  both  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Human  Services  and  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  and  can  continue  to  do  so  even  if 
assigned  to  a  single  department  for  administration  purposes; 
and 

WHEREAS,  reguiring  both  departments  to  establish  and 
maintain  laboratories  would  be  an  unnecessary  and  wasteful 
duplication  of  both  personnel  and  financial  resources;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  citizens  of  Montana  are  best  served  by  the 
continued  co-location  and  cooperation  between  the  two 
laboratories;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  impractical  to  physically  relocate  the 
laboratories  from  the  Cogswell  Building;  and 

WHEREAS,  supervision  of  the  laboratory  functions  can  best 
be  provided  by  the  agency  that  is  physically  located  in  the 
Cogswell  Building;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human 
Services  is  scheduled  to  occupy  the  Cogswell  Building. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  hereby  direct  the  following: 

1.  Effective  immediately,  the  state's  Public  Health  and 
Chemistry  Laboratories,  currently  referred  to  as  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Eureau  and  the  Chemistry 
Laboratory  Bureau,  will  be  considered  to  be  part  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services. 

2.  The  fixed  assets  of  the  laboratories  will  be 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human 
Services  on  the  date  of  this  executive  order,  and  the 
budget  and  fiscal  activity  for  the  laboratories  will  be 
assigned  to  that  department  retroactively  to  July  1, 
1995. 

3.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Hiiman  Services 
will  have  the  general  administrative  responsibility  for 
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the  laboratories  and  will  provide  general  administrative 
support  to  them,  including  budgeting,  recordkeeping, 
reporting,  and  related  administrative  functions. 

4.  In  each  case  where  the  Montana  Code  Annotated 
assigns  a  responsibility  to  the  laboratory  of  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Quality,  that  responsibility 
will  be  delegated  to  the  Public  Health  and  Chemistry 
Laboratories  located  in  the  Cogswell  Building. 

5.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services 
will  propose  and  support  legislation  during  the  1997 
legislative  session  that  statutorily  places  the  state 
laboratories  within  that  department.

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Lima  has  exhausted  all  available 
emergency  levies  by  appropriating  emergency  funding  in  an 
amount  equivalent  to  a  two  (2)  mill  levy  on  the  town's  taxable 
valuation,  pursuant  to  Section  10-3-405,  MCA,  and  has 
requested  that  an  Executive  Order  be  issued  declaring  a 
disaster  to  exist  in  the  Town  of  Lima  as  a  result  of  the 
flooding;   and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Lima  is  not  sanctioned  under  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program;   and 

WHEREAS,  a  declaration  of  an  emergency  or  disaster 
authorizes  the  Governor,  under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA,  to 
expend  funds  from  the  general  fund  to  meet  contingencies  and 
needs  arising  from  these  conditions. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  MCA,  and  under  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
declare  a  disaster  to  exist  in  the  Town  of  Lima. 

This  order  is  effective  immediately.
